Brown also had lunch with 
a senator in Mississauga and 
shared a photo of the meeting 
on Twitter. 

Cuzzetto confirmed that 
Brown is moving to Port 
Credit area. He says a lot of 
people are “throwing out their 
names” to gauge public sup- 
port for political office, and 
Brown is one of them. He 
says he doesn’t know for sure 
if Brown is running but is 
clearly thinking about it. 

Brown’s girlfriend, 
Genevieve Gualtieri, is 
Cuzzetto’s niece and worked 
as an intern on Parliament 
Hill when he was a Conserva- 
tive MP. 

Brown was forced out of his 
position as PC Party leader, 
then booted from caucus after 
allegations of sexual miscon- 
duct involving two women. 

He now sits as an Inde- 
pendent MPP in Simcoe 
North and is not running for 
re-election in the coming 
provincial election. He has 
denied any wrongdoing, and 
is suing CTV for $8 million, 


claiming the network de- 
famed him. So far, Ward 6 


Councillor Ron Starr is the 
only person to announce he is 


running for Regional Chair, 
which will be an elected posi-

Granic Allen dumped over ‘disrespectful’ comments, says Ford

PC Leader Doug Ford 
says he dumped candidate 
Tanya Granic Allen over 
her ‘disrespectful’ com- 
ments. 

“I don’t believe the 
things Tanya mentioned 
were respectful,” Ford 
said in the scrum follow- 
ing Monday’s leaders de- 
bate. 

Granic Allen was 
dropped as PC candidate 
for the riding of Missis- 
sauga Center after the Lib- 
erals released a video they 
claim shows her “spewing 
hate and homophobia.” 

In the 2014 video, 
Granic Allen can be heard 
attacking attempts in 
Croatia to “push radical 
education on the young or 
gay marriage — you know 
I almost vomit in disbe-

lief.” 

Liberal candidate Shel- 
ley Carroll said those com- 
ments among others made 
Granic Allen unfit to stand 
as a candidate for a major 
party. 

After being _ booted, 
Granic Allen said, if vot- 
ers choose Ford in the 
June 7 election, she'll be 
watching to see if the To- 
ries scrap the controver- 
sial Liberal _—sex-ed 
curriculum. 

“Doug Ford made com- 
mitments to me and the 
party, that it was not 
enough to review the 
(Kathleen) Wynne sex-ed, 
but it must be repealed 
and replaced, and parents 
can opt-out,” she said. 

Ford said Granic Allen 
can always disagree with 


other views, but should’ve 
adopted a more respectful 
tone in her comments. 

“It’s not about agreeing 
onthis or agreeing on that. 
We just didn’t believe it 
came across in a respect- 
ful manner. We have to re- 
spect each other no matter 
what views we have be- 
cause everyone has differ- 
ent views but some of 
those were disturbing so 
we're gonna move on,” he 
told reporters. 

Granic Allen, the presi- 
dent of Parents As First 
Educators (PAFE), called 
the allegations against her 
“trumped-up smears.” 
She told supporters her 
treatment is a betrayal of 
all social conservatives. 

“When Doug Ford ran 
for leader, it was my votes,

As Ford leads, poll finds left-wingers dumping Wynne for NDP

A new poll suggests On- 
tario’s left-wing support- 
ers are dumping the 
Liberals in favour of the 
NDP. 

With a month to go be- 
fore Ontarians vote, a poll 
of just over 1,000 eligible 
voters conducted by Pol- 
lara Strategic aoe puts 
the Doug Ford led PCs 
ahead at 40 per cent. 

The NDP is in second 
with 30 per cent and Kath- 
leen Wynne’s Liberals 
trailing both with 23 per 
cent. 

The online poll found 78 
per cent of Liberals moti- 
vated to stop Ford from 
becoming premier would 
switch to Andrea Hor- 
wath’s NDP. 

The pollster suggests 
that’s a sign the socialist 
NDP could gain further at 
the expense of the Liberals 
which ‘still have lots of 
room to fall.’ 

After Monday’s debate, 
an unscientific online poll 
conducted by CityNews 
found 43 per cent of its 
viewers supported the 
NDP with Ford at 39 per 


cent. 
Only 14 per cent of re- 
spondents supported 


Wynne, suggesting a large 
number of respondents 
shifted their support from 
Wynne to Horwath after 
the debate. 

With Ford seen as the 
front-runner, both Wynne 
and Horwath targeted him 
saying the PCs are hiding 
their plans to cut program 
spending from the public. 
Wynne accused Ford of 
planning to find “efficien- 
cies” by firing nurses and 
teachers. 

Ford said, “After 15 years 
of Liberal mismanage- 
ment, scandal and waste, 
it’s time for change ... we 
will make sure we bring 
government that’s going to 
respect the taxpayers,” 
adding he'll work to re- 
duce hospital wait times, 
address hydro issues and 
create jobs. 

He says voters want re- 
spect, accountability and 
transparency as far as 
managing the provinces 
mounting debt goes. 

In some polls, Ford has

led with as much as 50 per 
cent as Ontarians increas- 
ingly show signs of want- 
ing a change in 
government. 

If the Pollara result is 


right, it could mean Ontar- 
ians are in for a two-horse 
race with the Liberals 
trailing far behind the 
front-runners. 

If that scenario plays out, 


left-wing _-vote-splitting 
could be less of a factor in 
some ridings where the 
left gravitates towards the 
NDP.

open borders, high taxes an 
wealth redistribution on a 
global scale, abandoning the 
centre in favour elbowing out 
the NDP. 

Strategic voting is nothing 
new, but there are signs the 
political divide between left 
and right is growing more 
rigidly ideological.

York-Washington DC elites. 
Enter Donald Trump. 

In Canada, swing voters 
who have tended to gravitate 
towards mushy, compromis- 
ing middle grounders will find 
themselves forced to choose 
between two very different vi- 
sions of Canada.

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Ford an ally in Alberta’s carbon tax fight, says Jason Kenney

Doug Ford is an “ally” in 
the fight against Ottawa’s 
carbon tax plans, says Al- 
berta’s United Conserva- 
tive Party Leader Jason 
Kenney. 

“Potential Ontario Pre- 
mier Doug Ford has told 
me that he is a total ally of 
our resource industry and 
will enthusiastically join 
our fight against Justin 
Trudeau’s carbon tax,” 
Kenney told a large gather- 
ing of party faithful on the 
weekend. 

Alberta is about a year 
away from its own election 
and, like Ford, Jason Ken- 
ney has put the proposed 
federal carbon tax in the 
crosshairs in his party’s 
election platform. 

Last February, Ford told 
a gathering of conserva- 
tives in Ottawa he could 
envision a united front led 
by Ontario and Alberta 
aimed at blocking 
Trudeau's plan to make 
punish Canadians with tax. 

“Carbon tax is a terrible, 
terrible tax. I don’t even 
know why they put the 
word carbon in front of it. 


I don’t. It’s just a tax, a tax 
is a tax,” Ford said. “I’m 
excited for my friend Jason 
Kenney to get elected, at 
least we'll be on side.” 

Ford said if the matter 
ends up in court, both Al- 
berta and Ontario along 
with Saskatchewan could 
be a formidable opposition 
to Ottawa’s plans. 

“If we have to do it, we 
have to do it. We'll do 
whatever it takes to make 
sure our businesses are 
competitive,” he said. “The 
prune minister’s hurting 

usinesses in this country 
by giving them an unnec- 
essary tax.” 

Kenney, a former cabinet 
minister in Stephen 
Harper’s government, told 
MPs in Ottawa this week 
that his party will join 
Saskatchewan’s legal chal- 
lenge of the federal climate 
plan. 

He argues not only will 
Ottawa’s climate plan fail 
to do what it’s intended to 
do, it’s unconstitutional 
because it intrudes into 
provincial matters. 

“Punishing people for 


simply living normal lives, 
driving to work, filling up 
their gas tank and heating 
their nes running their 
small businesses and non- 
profits is not justifiable. It 
is not an effective environ- 
mental strategy,” Kenney 
said. 

A large part of the 
Trudeau. government’s 
omnibus budget bill is de- 
voted to the enactment of a 
new Greenhouse Gas Pol- 
lution Pricing Act. The bill 
features a national carbon 
price of $20 a tonne as of 
Jan. 1, 2019, which climb 
to $50 in 2022. 

This price would be im- 
posed on provinces that 
choose not to adopt their 
own carbon pricing plan — 
such as a carbon tax or a 
cap-and-trade regime - 
that meets federal stan- 
dards. 

Ontario adopted a cap- 
and-trade program but 
Ford, who leads in all polls, 
has vowed to scrap it once 
he gets in. 

Ontario’s provincial elec- 
tion will be held on June 7.

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Brampton unveils master plan for community at packed meeting

The City of Brampton has 
laid out a 100-page master 
plan designed to address 
major population growth and 
development potential over 
the next two decades. 

The Brampton 2040 plan, 
which envisions a revamped 
downtown core, more green 
corridors and a greater focus 
on town centres, was unveiled 
to astanding-room only crowd 
Monday night. 

The project, which is high- 
lighted in a 100-page docu- 
ment released by urban 
planner Larry Beasley, ad- 
dresses the city’s planned 
growth to more than a million 
residents by 2040, and fac- 
tored in community input sub- 
mitted over the last six 
months. 

“We have our marching or- 
ders,” Mayor Linda Jeffrey 
said during the meeting, not- 
ing that over 11,000 residents 
have contributed input to the 


plan since it was first an- 
nounced last May. 

Referring to the plan as “the 
people’s vision”, Beasley ex- 

lained that the document out- 
ines ten major strategies for 
transforming the city, includ- 
ing a greater focus on sustain- 
able urban development, 
including an __ overhauled 
downtown core that links to a 
rapid transit system, a greater 
focus on giving local commu- 
nity groups and _ residents 
more access to resources and 
the decision-making process, 
and building sustainable green 
areas. 

“Achieveing a transforma- 
tive system is no easy task,” 
said Beasley, who has worked 
on similar plans for cities 
across the world, including 
Vancouver, Britisih Columbia 
and Dallas, Texas. “It requires 
resources, energy and determi- 
nation well beyond what has 
defined and created the com- 


munity in the past.” 

33 delegates spoke at Mon- 
day’s meeting, and Beasley 
said he was impressed that 
there was unanimous support 
from the city and the residents. 
“It was positive and support- 
ive,” he said. 

Council unanimously voiced 
their support for the plan at 
the end of the four-hour meet- 
ing, with a large amount of em- 
phasis focused on highlighting 
the efforts to make the city “fu- 
ture-ready”. 

“This is it,” said Councillor 
Gael Miles, who lauded the 
plan. 

Beasley said that although 
the plan will still require fur- 
ther finetuning, the approval is 
a step in the right direction. 

Brampton Council is ex- 
pected to draft an implementa- 
tion plan at a later date, which 
will go before them for final 
approval.

and be informed,” said

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MBOT calls for half of pot tax revenue

At a recent meeting of the 
Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce (OCC), the Missis- 
sauga Board of Trade 
(MBOT) sponsored a resolu- 
tion calling for municipali- 
ties to receive a substantial 
portion of the tax revenue 
from marijuana. 

Echoing a call from the As- 
sociation of Municipalities of 
Ontario, (1) the OCC passed 
the resolution, calling for the 
province to provide 50 per- 
cent of their portion to cities. 

“We are very pleased with 
our colleagues who sup- 
ported this resolution and 


noted the new costs munici- 
palities will incur because of 
the legalization of cannabis 
in Canada. MBOT was 
proud to champion this issue 
so municipalities like Missis- 
sauga and Peel recover costs 
and not have to raise local 
property taxes to deal with 
this issue,” said MBOT pres- 
ident David Wojcik. 

In late 2017, the federal 
government announced 
they will be giving provincial 
governments 75 percent of 
the tax revenue. 

It is unclear what costs ex- 
actly municipalities will 


incur from legalisation. 

While there will likely be 
an overall increase in use, it 
is difficult to determine how 
that will impact police en- 
forcement. 

Combatting impaired driv- 
ing is an area of concern. 
Once the province creates a 
testing standard and ap- 
proves equipment, Police 
will need to be equipped and 
trained to use that device. 

As the police are already 
educated on signs of drug 
impairment, that specific 
training should suffice. 

With the province poised 
to provide access in a man- 
ner similar to alcohol, cities 
will not require an inspection 
system for retail shops. 

However, the province is 
considering allowing for 
cannabis lounges,, which 
would require a local by-law 
framework and enforcement 
- if it is approved. 

Ultimately, the specifics of 
the legislation will determine 
what costs municipalities 
will face. What the province 
is willing to do to cover those 
costs remains to be seen. 


Caledon community group 
gets transportation grant 


More than $500,000 will be 
invested over the next five 
years to help augment Cale- 
don’s transportation system, 
via a grant announced by the 
province last week. 

Caledon creed Serv- 
ices (CCS) pushed for the half- 
sae grant, which will help 

upport a five-year program to 

elp hundveds o residents 
i don’t have nieasible tran- 
sit options within the Town. 

“This program will be a life- 
line for fhuscireds of people,” 
said CCS CEO Monty Laskin. 
“It will provide much-needed 
support connecting people to 
employment, community serv- 
ices and to other adjacent tran- 
sit services.” 

The project has official sup- 
port from Town Council, and 
comes after a successful two- 
year pilot where CCS used spe- 
cialized transportation options 
for residents petra the ages 
of 8-59 years of age. 

Confirmation of the applica- 
tion’s success was received Fri- 
day from Minister of 
Transportation, Kathryn Mc- 
Garry, and CCS and the Town 
say they are looking forward to 


Small business owners get support with 
new innovation hub at Sheridan 


The province plans to sup- 
port small business owners in 
Mississauga with a $1.5 mil- 
lion investment in a new “in- 
novation hub” at Sheridan 
College’s Hazel McCallion 
campus. 

The announcement, a joint 
partnership between Sheridan, 
Ryerson University and the 
City, follows the announce- 
ment last month of Ryerson’s 
push to establish a post-sec- 
ondary institution in Bramp- 
ton with the college. 

The hub will focus on deliv- 
ering programming and serv- 
ices to local entrepreneurs and 
students who want to learn 
howto open a business, as well 
as providing customized men- 
torship for early-stage start- 
ups. 

“(This) investment will help 
us to serve even more entre- 
preneurs, spur the develop- 
ment of new engines of 
economic growth, and meet 


the innovation needs of com- 
panies of all sizes,” said Sheri- 
dan President and 
vice-chancellor Mary Preece, 
who spoke at the event. 

“Together, we will foster in- 
novation and entrepreneur- 
ship — two areas that are 
fundamental to the province’s 
future competitiveness and 
prosperity.” 

The funding is part of the 
province's 

The Mississauga Innovation 
Hub is being developed as a 
partnership among founding 
members, Sheridan College, 
Ryerson University and the 
City of Mississauga, with sup- 
port from industry and com- 
munity partners. The hub 
plans open in late 
summer/fall 2018. 

The province has invested 
$4.1 bihion in capital funding 
for colleges and universities

“Accessible and affordable 
transit in Caledon is an enor- 
mous challenge because of the 
large geographic expanse and 
relatively small but growing 
population,” said Laskin.

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Why Peel youth should take notice as the Writ drops

On a wintry morning in 
March, members of Peel 
Poverty Action Group - 
PPAG - drew attention to 
youth issues in the upcom- 
ing provincial election. 

In a presentation to 
Brampton City Council, 
they said that access to af- 
fordable transit is one of the 
biggest barriers to life suc- 
cess for youth in Peel Re- 
gion. 

Jada Fearon is a youth 
resident of Mount Pleasant 
South area of Brampton. 
Jada told city councillors 
that getting better access to 
affordable transit is a key 
issue. It costs her up to 
three fares to travel from 
home to Humber College on 
public transit, and another 
three fares to get back. 

Bad weather and _ late 
nights make the commute 
even tougher. “Some stops 
don’t have shelters and I 
don’t always feel safe,”she 
said. 

Jada makes the return trip 
to classes up to 5 times per 
week. If she paid cash for 
each trip, the return using 


Brampton Zum, Missis- 
sauga Miway and Toronto 
TTC would cost up to $22. 

However, she plans ahead 
and saves money by pur- 
chasing a  multi-access 
weekly pass for $63, so 
week-to-week she has un- 
limited travel between 
Brampton, Mississauga, 
Toronto and York transits. 

“Some buses don’t run on 
weekends, and at night they 
stop running after 9pm, “ 
said Jada. This makes it 
hard to do group work for 
school, get to her part-time 
job or socialize with friends. 

PPAG Chair Richard An- 
tonio says that lack of access 
to affordable transit is a bar- 
rier to part-time jobs, edu- 
cation, and course-required 
placements and volunteer- 
ing. It is also a challenge for 
youth to get to recreation 
and social activities with 
family and friends. 

PPAG is determined to 
bring youth issues forward 
in the 2018 Ontario provin- 
cial election. 

The group ran a 100-day 
campaign from Nov. 2017 to 


Jan. 2018, over Christmas 
holidays and through winter 
storms, to make 12 presen- 
tations that requested Peel 
leadership of each elected 
Council and District School 
Board, police services and 
community agencies to 
recommit to the Peel Youth 
Charter. 

The Charter puts forward 
explicit rights for youth par- 
ticipation as members of the 
community, and sets expec- 
tations for supportive envi- 
ronments, programs and 
services. 

"These rights will apply 
without discrimination or 
prejudice to all youth in 
Peel. By signing this Charter 
we are committed to use our 
best efforts to ensure the 
safety, health, education 
and future employment of 
Peel's youth," the Charter 
states. 

By Apr. 6, PPAG was suc- 
cessful to get unanimous 
recommitment to the Peel 
Youth Charter. Peel leaders 
will give a pledge to ensure 
safety, health, education 
and future jobs for all youth 


in Peel in a signing cere- 
mony on May 10, on the sec- 
ond day of the Ontario 
provincial election cam- 
paign. 

PPAG tapped into the 
"May the 4th be with you" 
theme on May 4, when it 
took the Peel Youth Charter 
into the Ontario Political 
Leaders Panel. 

The panel was organized 
by Ontario for All, an al- 
liance of nonprofit commu- 
nity organizations that has 
joined together to ensure 
the 2018 Ontario election 
focuses on what matters: 
building a fair, equitable 
and inclusive Ontario where 
everyone belongs. 

In her remarks, Missis- 
sauga Mayor Bonnie Crom- 
bie represented mayoral 
colleagues from across the 
GTA in her role as Chair, 
United Way Greater 
Toronto Mayors and Chair 
Council. Calls to action from 
political parties included 
needed investments for reli- 
able and affordable public 
transit, safety, health, edu- 
cation and jobs.

A Malton youth centre is 
set to receive a major boost 
in the form of a new well- 
ness hub that will address 
critical mental health serv- 
ices in the local community. 

Minister of Children and 
Youth Services Michael 
Coteau was on-hand last 
week at Malton Neighbour- 
hood Services to announce 
the creation of the new hub, 
which is one of six such fa- 
cilities being built through- 
out the province. 

The announcement is part 
of the province's $2.1 billion 
investment in mental health 
access in the 2018-19 
budget, and includes hubs 
that will also be built in 
Cornwall, Haliburton, 
Kenora, North Simcoe and 
Niagara Region. 

The province currently 
supports four youth well- 
ness hubs, three of which 
are located in Toronto and 
one in Chatham. 

“Our hub was co-designed 
and driven by the ideas and 
interests of young people, 
said Malton Neighbourhood 
Services executive director 
Jacquie Lewis, who spoke at 
the announcement on 
Thursday. 


“As the lead of a unified 
network of service providers 
in Peel Region, Malton 
Neighbourhood Services is 
proud to be chosen,” she 
said. 

Whilst remarking on the 
importance of early inter- 
vention, Coteau said that 
the investment will provide 
support for up to 12,000 
young people experiencing 
mental health and addiction 
challenges. 

Youth wellness hubs are 
walk-in centres allowing 
young people ages 12 to 25 
to receive one-stop access to 
crucial mental health and 
addiction services. 

These wellness hubs offer 
mental health assessments, 
addiction and _ substance 
abuse treatment, therapy 
and counselling, peer and 
family support programs 
and referrals to health care 
providers. 

Primary care, education, 
employment and housing 
services are also available in 
the youth-friendly environ- 
ment. Seamless access to 
more specialised care and 
treatment will also be pro- 
vided if needed. 

These options come at a 


She also pointed to statis- 
tics showing that 28 per 
cent of Malton’s youth are 
not involved in after-school 
activities. 

The site of the pool, 
which is roughly 12,000 sq. 
ft., has indoor heating and 
lighting capabilities built 
into the site and would not 
cost additional infrastruc- 
ture funds, said Parrish, 
who also pointed out that 
the site is also being do- 
nated by the City, which 
owns the site. 

Parrish said that the end- 
goal for the space is conver- 
sion into a community hub 
that offers health and social 
service agency offices, 
along with a drop-in centre 
on the main floor. 

“T’ve got a community out 
there that’s really in trou- 
ble,” said Parrish, who 
noted that the renovation 
will be a win for local resi- 
dents.

Three men in custody after 
weekend robbery in Brampton 


A Bolton man and two 
Brampton residents are fac- 
ing charges after a brazen 
robbery and stabbing that 
took place late last month 

Officers from 22 Divi- 
sion’s Central Investigation 
Bureau responded to a re- 
port on Apr. 29, in which a 
56 year-old woman was ac- 
costed by a man while 
standing on the porch at her 
home.

A talent showcase at 
Noel Ryan auditorium at 
the Central Library loca- 
tion welcomed Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie ahead of its 
finale. 

Brampton saw a week of 
free recreation activities 
for basketball, swimming, 
Fitzone video and shinny 
capped off with the 
#BramptonYouth special 
city building Council Meet- 
ing with Mayor Linda Jef- 
frey. 

Youth were guided by 
Canada's global urbanist 
Larry Beasley, whose Vi- 
sion of Brampton's Future 
got a next-generation cri- 
tique. 

“Since the Peel Youth 
Charter was endorsed in 
2007, more money was put 
into programs that help 
youth,” says Catherine So- 
plet, a member of Peel 
Poverty Action Group. 

The United Way made 
community investments to

help Boys and Girls Clubs 
in high-needs areas like 
Colonial Terrace (Missis- 
sauga) and Mchardy Court 
(Brampton). 

The Peel Child and Youth 
Initiative worked with 
School Boards to get more 
than 30,000 children reg- 
istered in the federal 
Canada Learning Bond 
program. The program 
matches savings for future 
post-secondary tuition. 

Student Trustees were 
elected to school boards, 
and student representa- 
tives were included in par- 
ent councils. 

Having youth at deci- 
sion-making tables has 
helped to increase signifi- 
cance of anti-bullying ef- 
forts, such as Pink T-shirt 
day. 

In 2013, an_ extra 
$1.8million was invested 
in Peel services for youth 
outreach workers and 
mental health workers. 
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
